simple reason that the large prresuer of their 
present tropble ‘and. finaneial condition is. dune 
to their own nefarious methods of doing buginess, 
and for that they have no one to. blame bat them. 
selves. ||” 

it i ig quite true that in late years the railroads 
have been lambasted unmercifully by. public 
utility commissions allover the co , and that 
some of the decisions and rules ‘laid down by 
such commissions have been unfair and unjust is 
also quite true. But conceding that, the fact 
still. remains that if the railroads had not for 
‘many years carried on a policy of systematically 
robbirig the publie such restrictions and regula- 
tions would not have been made necessary, or a 
governing body been demanded by the people. 
Jf the railroads are being unduly restricted now 
they have thought it upon themselves by half 
a century of sinning against the public in gen- 
eral. Thev have robbed everybody in sight and 
uf stole ev crything not spiked ‘down ‘with the utter 

sregard of private rights, like pirates of the 
high seas. Millions, hundreds of millions, bil- 
lions have they stolen, bodily, absolutely — and. 
with the barefaced affrontry of any other high- 
Wayman, and now if they are in trouble about it, 
it is no more ‘than any other thief and bandit 
could expect. to get up against sooner or later. 
We are in favor of allowing them a small 
\j raise in ratys at this time, to enable them to 
‘| continue operations and extensions of their lines 
}.into. the new countries and territories being 

settled up, but the managements of the railroads 
? should take to heart a lesson by their present 
} Condition, the same lesson that all of us halve 
been taught, and that is that honesty is the best 
poliey. 

In the first place, there is not a railroad in 

thé country that is not capitalized for ten times 
¥ more than it is worth, and if that water was 
‘1 wrung out of their’ stoeks they could pay good 
big dividends upon a fair and just capitalization, 
but they ean’t pay dividends upon a capitaliza- 
tion that is one part valne and nine parts hot 
air, water: or blie sky.
